She came to Newmarket in 
1023, when the hospital was 
located in the residence occupied 
by Dr. L. W. Dales, on Main St. 
For the past few years the 
hospital has treated between 700 
and 800 patients each year. 

"The number of maternity 
cases is increasing," Miss Dul- 
mage told The Era. "Some 
mothers have borne their fourth 
child in the hospital. There is 
urgent need of an obstetric 
ward." 

Miss Dulmage commented sev- 
eral times on the activity of the

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TOWN PLANNING 

The 17th century architect. Sir Christopher 
Wren, offered a plan for rebuilding London after 
the great fire of 1666, but landowners, who were 
not gifted with the ability to see down the cen- 
turies, refused to co-operate, and rebuilt along the 
same narrow streets. Their inability to catch his 
vision has cost their heirs, successors and assigns 
many a dollar. Earle C. Morgan, architect, told 
this story in a recent radio lecture, sponsored by 
the University of Toronto extension department, 
as an illustration of the costliness of neglect in 
town planning. 

A Plan For Main St 

Commenting on this address, the Toronto 
Globe and Mail states: "It wasn't scarcity of land, 

but lack of vision, that left Toronto's Yonge St. 
the narrow and sadly congested traffic artery it 
is today. And additional University Avenues 
should make this city vastly more beautiful." 
Newmarket's Main St. is also a problem. The 
problem is how to make Main St. serve the 
growing needs of this motor-car age. The Era 
makes three suggestions and would welcome 
comments on any or all of them: (1) Another 
route for through traffic should be provided. 
Through traffic, particularly transports and 
summer Lake Simcoe traffic, brings little revenue 
to Main St. and makes Main St. that much less 
navigable for shoppers. (2) Immediate steps 
should be taken to widen Main St. by removing 
light poles and cutting down the sidewalks, the 
cost to be principally borne by Main St. property- 
owners, as they would be the principal bene- 
ficiaries. (3) A new frontage line should be set 
on each side of Main St., a few feet back of the 
present frontage lines. No new building would be 
permitted in front of these lines, with the result 
that a new wide Main St. would be possible 
eventually, possibly 50 or 75 years hence. This 

plan would prCiJcrvc and enhance property valucc.

PUSSY CAT, PUSSY CAT, WHAT DID YOU 
THERE? 

A good deal of sympathy will be felt for 
Mayor W. D. Bobbins of our neighboring town of 
Toronto. The mayor departed for "London town 
to look at the queen" with a firm determination, 
it is reported, not to wear, on state occasions, any 
"hand-me-downs" from the misty ages. One of 
his own Toronto newspapers prophesies, however, 
that "whether he knows it or not, if he persists 
in his determination to attend their majesties' 
levee after the coronation, he's going to have to 
wear light silk breeches/' If Mayor Robbins gets 
by the Lord High Chamberlains and Keepers of 
the Royal Dignity at the door, and turns out to 
be the only modernly clothed person at that levee, 
he may well "frighten a little mouse under a 
chair." 



At this point Dr. Dales began to say that 
coronations are "different" and that the council 
should loosen up its purse a bit. He wanted the 
council to give a $10 prize for the best decorated 
business place and a $5 prize for the best decorated 
home. Dr. Boyd accused him of extravagance but 
agreed to the proposal. Dr. Dales then proposed 
that the town should buy miniature flags for each 
child (cost about $10), but Dr. Boyd would have 
none of it. Both mayor and reeve were right: 
the reeve was right in his contention that corona- 
tions are infrequent and "different" and the 
mayor was right that "mony mickles mak' a 
muckle." The majority of the council sided with 
the mayor and the last $10 was saved to the 
public purse. 

So Many Men, So Many Minds 

Now some citizens may think that the $10 
wasn't worth arguing about, but it must be 
remembered that the councillors do the arguing 
for nothing, and that the town's only expense was 
the light and heat for the debating chamber. We 
like to see people have opinions. We like to see 
Dr. Boyd saving the town's money. That's what 
he's there for. And we like to see Dr. Dales 
suggesting things that the town needs (Dr. Boyd 
says that the reeve is always thinking up ways 
to spend money). That's what he's there for. If 
nobody saved our money, we would soon be into 
bankruptcy; if nobody pointed to our needs, we 
would make little progress. It takes all kinds of 
men (including the less talkative ones like W. 
W. Osborne, chairman of the water and light 
committee, who don't mind spending half the 
night helping to saw up a tree felled across light 
wires and a public street by storm) to make a 
good town council; and Newmarket really has a 
good one. 
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WHERE HAVE WE HEARD THIS BEFORE? 

The Liberal member of the legislature for 
Halton, Thomas Blakelock, wants "no truck or 
trade with Yankee organizations in this country." 
Wasn't this a Conservative slogan many long 
years ago? It is refreshing to sec political parties 
changing their philosophy, even if it is from 
internationalism to nationalism. Mr. Blakelock 
has an interesting suggestion: "While I have 
always been in favor of the organization of the 
workers, I see no reason why Canadians cannot 
organize themselves, and if it must be inter- 
national, do it within the British Empire." Labor 
unions are organized for economic, not sentimental 
reasons, and it so happens that Canada's economic 
interests are more closely tied with those of the 
United States than with those of the rest of the 
British Commonwealth. Aside from economic ties, 
there are also more blood tics between Canada 
and the United States than between Canada and 
the rest of the British Commonwealth. There arc 
few Canadian families who haven't relatives in 
the United States. It is only a matter of time until 
there are no more barriers, economic or personal, 
between Canada and the United States than there 
are between Ontario and Quebec today. 
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YORK COUNTY ORIGINALLY 

An interesting paragraph occurs in the annual 
* report, just off the press, of the York Pioneer and 
Historical Society, It is the explanation of the 
meaning of the phrase "the original county of 
York " as used in the society's constitution. 'The 
'original county of York' shall be taken to mean 
the old 'Home District/ which included the follow- 
ing townships: Adjala, Albion, Brock, Caledon, 
ChJnguacousy, Essa, Etobicoke, G corgi ana, three 
GwUlimburys, Innisfil, King, Mara, Markham, 
Mulmur, Tossoron{io, Medontc, Floss, two Orillias, 
Oro, Pickering, Rama, Reach, Scarboro, Tecumsch, 
Thorah, Tiny, Tay, Toronto, Toronto Gore, 
Uxbridge, Scott, Vaughan, Vespra, Whitby, Whit- 
church, York." What a big county we are, or 
were! 
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A COUNCIL DEBATE 

Quite an interesting debate took place between 
the mayor, Dr. S. J. Boyd, and the reeve F Dr. 
L, W. Dales, at the last council meeting, on the 
subject of observance of the coronation. The 
general opinion around the council board is that 
the neighboring and progressive sister town of 
Aurora stole a march on us by securing the county 
celebration. It is going to cost Aurora a tittle 
money, but Aurora doesn't mind. Aurora is very 
fond of celebrations. Once Aurora had established 
itself as the coronation town, Newmarket's 
councillors thought that a quiet little morning 
celebration would be sufficient for Newmarket, 
and began to moke plans accordingly. 

A Chance Of flam 

But Newmarket people arc just as fond of 
celebrations as Aurora people, and folks began 
to ask what was going to be done locally about 
tho coronation. Coronations do not take place 
every year. And the council's coronation com- 
mittee began to expand their plans. Instead of 
spending $25, as allowed them by the council, 
for a float in the Aurora parade, they decided 
to ask the council for $50 for medallions for tho 
school children. The council agreed to this 
proposal, which would have assured the re- 
election of the entire council, If only school 
children had votes. 



THE PUBLIC HEALTH 

Taking action similar to that of Dr. A. R. 
Dafoe, when a township council tried to cut his 
salary as M. O. H., Dr. G. W. Williams of Aurora, 
M. O. H. for Whitchurch, took his salary cut to 
a county judge and got a raise. His salary will 
be $250 a year instead of $50 as proposed by the 
township council. It looks as though Newmarket 
council was wise when it decided to give its 
M. O. H. a slight increase in salary this year. The 
county judge commented that Dr. Williams was 
responsible for the health of all the people of 
the township. In other words, the M. O. H.'s job 
is important, and is not to be minimized. For the 
public, it is much cheaper to pay out a few 
hundred dollars a year to prevent the spread of 
disease than to spend thousands to combat 
epidemics. 



NEW THEATRES 

Two new theatres are making their appearance 
in this district this year, one at Bradford, already 
open, and another at Richmond Hill, soon to be 
opened. Sutton stepped into the pictures last 
year. What it indicates, we don't know. Maybe 
prosperity, some anyway. Maybe the world is 
trying to forget its troubles at the movies. 



RANDS ARE NEEDED 

Orillia couldn't get along without a band. The 
Kilties disbanded, because the council voted them 
$750 instead of $1,000. Public-spirited citizens 
have now undertaken to make up the other $250, 
and the music goes on. It would be too bad, in 
these times of increasing displacement from 
industry of human beings by machinery, if we 
could not have such recreational activities as 
bands. Newmarket is extremely fortunate in 
having two bands for her young men. 



THE CORONATION 

What does the coronation signify? We already 
have a king, and for legal or constitutional 
purposes we have a crown. Why do we place 
the crown on the king with so much surrounding 
pomp and circumstance? Admittedly, it is an 
inheritance from feudal and even pre-feudal 
times, and yet no crowning of a British monarch 
in the past was a more elaborate or more pub- 
licized event than this crowning will be. One 
reason lies in the development of the British 
Kmpirc into the British Commonwealth of Nations. 
Never before has anyone been crowned king of 
half a dozen of the world's leading industrial 
nations. Another reason is that monarchy is such 
a strange thing in this modern world of democ- 
racies and dictatorships. 

Value of History 

The meaning of the coronation is found in our 
love of make-believe. Just as our judges used 
to wear wigs, and as English judges still do, to 
bolster the dignity and prestige of the courts, so 
we crown our king to give dignity to our govern- 
ment and authority to our laws. We value the 
crown for its history. We could change, in the 
British nations, to new forms of government but 
we could not give our new institutions history. 
Government without history, in the words of a 
political scientist, has no root. So we cling to the 
curious Institution for democracies, of an inherited 
kingship, rather than turn to something new and 
untried. One of our greatest gifts in English- 
speaking nations is our conservatism; we stand 
by institutions that have been tried and proved 
useful; we arc slow to discard the seemingly 
outworn and outdated. Through our conservatism 
we avoid many mistakes. 

Bad With The Good 

.I* 

Through our conservatism wo also preserve 
many injustices. For instance, while it is not 
difficult to justify the kingship as an institution, 
it is hard to justify an hereditary house of lords, 
and yet hereditary lords are likely to be as long 
as hereditary kings. Hereditary lords do not fit 
into a democracy. They serve to make people 
think, not only In Britain, but also in the other 
democracies of the British Commonwealth that 
people arc not born free and equal. Inequalities 
of rank, supported by all the power and authority 
of history, serve to make people tolerant 
of unreasonable inequalities of wealth and 
opportunity. 

Royal Mail ' 

In Canada we have the values of kingship, and 
there arc still real values in this age-old institu- 
tion, without the drawback of having very many 
hereditary lords. We are using income tax and 
succession duties with good effect to lessen 
inequalities of wealth and opportunity. The 
Globe and Mail told us Inst week that the owner 
of that newspaper pays 70 per cent, of his income 
to governments in income tax. We were also told 
that he is the largest income tax payer in Canada. 
He still has the fun of making the money, and of 
spending or rc-investlng a fabulous income. 
Succession duties arc oven fairer than income 
taxes, nnd they can and will bo heavier than at 
present in tho interests of everybody. We may 
.even attain to the equality described in that 
delightful story, "Twenty Years A-Growin\" in 
which the hereditary king of an Irish island goes 
over to the mainland daily to fetch the mail for 
his subjects.

hurried home from that session 
and helped get dinner. 

Then, disregarding the plain- 
tive, reproachful and steadily 
crescendoing meows of Skippy, 
the striped cat, who, as twilight 
falls, expects his ball to be 
thrown, and ignoring the sur- 
prised and disgusted stares of the 
rest of the cats, who expect a 
banquet in the evening, and 
scorned a makeshift meal, I pre- 
pared to return for the evening, 
upheld by my better half and 
two friends. 

What is it that is so exciting, 
inspiring and satisfying about a 
competition? 

Every age has had its competi- 
tions. The Greeks had their 
wrestling and their wordy wars. 
The Romans had their gladiator- 
ial combats., Spain hart its bull 
fights, and later, there were 
tournaments and competitions 
among troubadors. 

To a great extent our competi- 
tions have grown gentler and 
saner, though the bull ring still 
survives and hunters still match 
their wits against the poor, 
palpitating fox. 

But the love of watching 
people compete, of seeing or 
hearing skilfully developed talent 
compete against other talent, 
survives in full force. And 
nowhere is the pleasant combat 
more enjoyable to the onlookers 
than in drama or music festival. 

Of course, you must imagine 
we were travelling to Aurora, 
while these thoughts flitted 
through my mind. On reaching 
the church we found to our 
satisfaction that there were many 
good seats to be had. 

From what remained to be 
heard when we left at five 
o'clock, I had some idea the 
afternoon session might still be 
in progress, but we found some 
entries tiacl been transferred to 
another day. 

The violin duets, with which 
the evening session opened, were 
pleasing. The younger pair of 
competitors of course lacked the 
finish and precision of the win- 
ners, but showed promise of 
what a few years would do for 
them, provided they keep up the 
good work and benefit by the 
adjudicator's advice. 

He emphasized the fact that 
sliding round in search of a note, 
failing to attack firmly, and 
allowing any scratchincss of tone 
to become apparent, were faults 
to be guarded against at all 
times. 

In the clarinet solo which 
followed the soloist showed such 
an advance in tone quality 
and smoothness, from last year, 
that it was almost startling.

ft was intensely interesting to 
hear the different interpretations 
—and it also made one long to 
hear some of tlic voices at tho 
end of a few more years of study. 

Mr. MelnneSf in adjudicating, 
said it was plain to be seen that 
none .of them had ever felt the 
urge to go down to the sea in 
ships. Ho felt they missed the 
grandeur and beauty of tho 
imagery which portrayed the 
moods of the sea, and the longing 
experienced by those In whose 
blood tho u sqi\ fever" raged. 

The only string quartette of 
the evening came next, and as I 
love strings, 1 was all ears when 
this number came. Again, there 
was no competition, which 
seemed a pity, us when one has 
a "focman worthy of one's steel," 
it Is an incentive to Increased 
effort. The quartette was very 
pleasing. The adjudicator recom- 
mended a stronger attack and 
tone quality for the first violin 
and a slight softening of the cello. 

There was only one tenor 
soloist who came forward to 
compete for tenor honors, al- 



though I notice more competed 
another evening. 

The flute solo was lovely— the 
tone pure, sweet and silvery- 
like, the tones of a bird. The 
soloist received well-deserved 
commendation from Mr. Heins. 

Where do all the flautists keep 
themselves? Are they a race by 
themselves? The players of other 
instruments seem to be gregar- 
ious, but where do the flute- 
players hide— only -coming out 
occasionally? 

In the piano solo class which 
followed, there was again a single 
entry, but the entrant was in a 
class by herself, anyway. Mr. 
Heins said she had fine musical 
sense— the ability to make the 
keys talk, say what she wanted 
them to, and that this ability 
only came from constant practice 
plus something within the player 
which must fire expression. 

"Myself When Young," from 
Liza Lehman's "Persian Uarden," 
came next, and the two young 
men whose fine bass voices were 

heard In it gave promise of great 
things in the future. - 

One voice was good but too 
lifeless. The singer, the adjudi- 
cator said, was not cynical 
enough to give the words ade- 
quate expression, He did not 
fully understand the song — indeed 
this criticism applied to both 
contestants, although the second 
perhaps entered into it a little, 
more fully. His voice, the adjud- 
icator warned him, was inclined 
to be throaty, but his enunciation 
was good, both young men had 
voices full of promise. 

A young elocutionist gave a 
good interpretation from "Mich- 
ael." The adjudicator commended 
her enunciation, but advised her 
to study the value of words — 
think of them, give them the 
consideration due them, as the 
medium of her art.

The bow danced and the strings 
sang, and the "Czardas" lived 
for us. 

Miss Shklar's playing was so 
effortless, so graceful, and so full 
of the spirit of the composition, 
that I think most of us felt, as I 
heard a girl say, "I could listen 
to her all evening." Her sister, 
who acted as her accompanist, 
was so in sympathy with the 
violinist, that it might almost 
have been one person playing 
both instruments.

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Editor, The Era: I have just 
read with interest your comments 
on my article in the Richmond 
Hill Liberal. 

I am glad to know that you 
agree with me in part, and I trust 
I shall not appear contentious, if 
I say that your reasons for dis- 
agreement are not convincing. 

You say you do not see how 



and industrial activity which put 
a tremendous brake on progress. 

First; it is costly because being 
issued for such short periods, the 
number of transactions is very 
great and the servicing cost is 
correspondingly high. 

Second: the question of when, 
where, and for what purpose 
money shall or shall not be 



it is possible to restrict a bank [ iss*'-*»d is determined solely by 

the prospect of profit on the 
transaction, and bank profit does 
not always and necessarily co- 
incide with national welfare. 

Third: since all these tempor- 
ary dollars are claims on gold, 
while they are based on goods 
other than gold, every bank loan 
constitutes a contract which is 
literally impossible of fulfilment, 
and the risk to the bank involved 
in this impossible condition is 
responsible for much of our 
economic chaos. 

I believe a scientific system of 
issue and recall of all money 
direct by the dominion govern- 
ment through the national bank 
would; provide a much better 
control of money • than our 

present device of bank credit, and 
avoid the difficulties mentioned 
above. Under such a system, bank 
credit would be eliminated be- 
cause it would not be needed. The 
government, haying direct and 
positive means of controlling 
money, could and would provide 
sufficient money to transact the 

business of the country, and this 
would all be available through 
the chartered banks. Not only 
could and would the money be 
issued at cost, but its direction 
(the kind of production for which 
it would be issued), would be 
.ecitiea witn the sole view of 
national welfare instead of profit 
as at present. Thus could be 
achieved what you suggest, and 
what has never been and never 
will be possible under our present 
system, namely, the increasing of 
and decreasing of production 
according .to the need to maintain 
constant full employment of our 
people and uninterrupted Indus- 
trial activity. This would avoid 
booms and depressions. 

Further, this would enable the 
government to provide money at 
mere cost, which would be but 
a fraction of the average interest 
rate now paid, for the financing 
of all public expenditures. This 
in itself would mean a tremen- 
dous relief from taxes for the 
provision of interest charges on 
public financing, which . form 
such a large part of our present 
debt. Is it not strange that the 
government, which must provide 
toe authority to issue money 
cannot obtain any money for its 
own use without borrowing from 
a bank to which this authority 
lias been delegated? 



in the lending business to lending 
only as much money as it Is in a 
position actually to pay out in 
cash, if the bank's credit is such 
that the people do not want cash. 
I never dreamed 6f suggesting 
that all our money should be in 
the form of bank notes and coin. 
We need very little of such 
money. Under a scientific system 
of issue and recall of all money 
by the dominion government, our 
money would be mostly figures 
in the ledgers of the banks, and 
subject to the cheques of the 
bank's customers as at present. 

You say that credit originates 
with the individual; that bank 
credit merely guarantees the 
credit of the bank's customer, in 

the same way as an endorser of 
a note guarantees the credit of 
the drawer of the note, and that 
the banks are enabled to do this 
because of the confidence of the 
public engendered by their repu- 
tation for meeting their obliga- 
tions. Now this is good banking 
orthodoxy, but I believe the 
conclusion is erroneous. 

The endorsation of a note by a 
creait worthy individual or insti- 
tution is in truth a guarantee of 
s.he endorser to pay, if the drawer 
does not pay. The endorsation 
has added nothing, but security 
to the drawee. When the note 
ts paid, dollars, already in 
existence, must be used. How 
u liferent is the effect of the 
extension of bank credit. 

When a bank extends credit 

through*' a loan, it changes the 
customer's credit into a claim on 
gold. This change is brought 
aoout by entering numbers in 
the bank's ledgers to the account 
of the customer. These numbers 
arc equal, both in purchasing 
power and in claims on gold, to 
the numbers stamped on coins or 
oank notes, and are therefore in 
reality money. They are trans- 
ferred by cheque and constitute 
over 95 per cent, of the total 
medium of exchange in circula- 
tion. Furthermore, this is entirely 
new money. It did not exist 
oefore the loan was made, and it 
does not replace any money 
already in existence. When a 
bank loan is made the money of 
the nation is increased by the 
exact amount of the loan. If the 
proceeds are redepositcd in any 
oank ' the bank deposits are 
increased to the same extent. If 
the proceeds are taken out of the 
bank in notes or coin, the bank 
deposits remain the same, and 
the money in circulation is 
increased by the full amount ot" 
the loan. Banks do not create 
credit, but they do very defin- 
itely create money. 

The endorser of a note is 
definitely forced to pay if the 
drawer does not. The bank which 
extends credit to a customer does 
not pay the customer's creditors 
if he overdraws his account. The 
bank just seizes and sells the 
collateral it demanded before it 
made the loan. This is the most 
convincing proof that banks do 
not just guarantee individual 
credit as you claim. The cus- 
tomer, himself, must guarantee 
his own credit before he gets a 
loan from a bank. If you know 
any bank that will make a loan 
without collateral security, please 
advise me. I would like to make 
its acquaintance. No: banks do 
not guarantee individual credit; 
they monetize it, and their ability 
to perform this service is due, 
not to their reputation for meet- 
ing their obligations, but to the 
authority to do so, granted to 
them and to them only by par- 
liament. The ability to meet 
their obligations springs from 
judicial use of this authority. 

You say that as you see it, 
"the banks are in the double 
business of lending money depos- 
ited with them and turning the 
credit of reliable individuals into 
generally acceptable credit." But 
banks do not lend their deposit- 
ors' money. They use it only as 
a reserve on which to base the 
creation of new cheque-book 
money. The money circle begins 
at the opposite sector. The banks 
first create the money for which 
they charge interest, and then 
they borrow back in savings 
accounts, as much as passible at 
lower rates of interest, to serve 
as a reserve for the creation of 
more. All money originates with 
the banks. There is no other

employment requires. Rules for 
its issue, and its withdrawal in 
an orderly way, as the production 
for which it was issued depre- 
ciates, can very easily be drawn, 
and their administration could 
be accomplished with very little 
addition to our present municipal 
staffs. All issue would receive 
the assent of the authorities of 
the municipality for which it is 
provided, who would likewise 
be required to become respons- 
ible for the prescribed yearly 
withdrawal in that municipality, 
through the regular tax collect- 
ing channel. Thus tho money 
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issued by the dominion govern- 
ment. 

Now all this is a useful and a 
very necessary service. We must 
have money with which to do 
business in our complex modem 
society, and the banks have 
provided it as authorized by 
parliament; but let us recognize 
that they are providing money, 
and not guaranteeing individual 
credit.

temporary money device is 
indispensable, 

Tho dcvlco, however, presents 
several apparently insurmount- 
able obstacles to tho maintenance 
of uninterrupted employment

Coming out of Germany into 
Denmark gives one a strange 
feeling. In Germany I felt the 
war tension of the German 
people. I felt myself looking and 
waiting for something dramatic 
to happen. I realized what Bev- 
erly Nichols meant when he 
wrote in Cry Havoc that a people 
could be worked to such a tension 
that they would cry in despera- 
tion— "Oh, God, let us fight and 
got it overt" Then I crossed into 
Denmark. The feeling of tension 
loft me. Here was a people who 
were concerned not with wars 
and armaments, but with their 
homes, I heir farms, their gardens 
and their flowers. In my short 
stay, I learned to love Denmark 
and Sweden, I learned to love 
their people. 

The first thing, perhaps one 
observes, is the well kept con- 
dition of the farms. Travelling 
through Ontario one sees numer- 
ous barns in great need of repau\ 
.some indeed about to topple 
down, One does not see this in 
Denmark. Almost all the barns 
are painted on Iho outside and 
white-washed on the inside. 
Roofs and fences are in good 
repair. I saw invariably a heau^ 
tiful flower garden in front ot 
the farm home. Hot ween one 
and two farms out n< every three 
is equipped with electrlelty. 

Very much the same crops are 
grown as in south-western 
Ontario. 'Fall wheat was being 
sown when I was there the first 
part of September, Tho Panes 
are very efficient farmers. Thero 
Is tho Landraco hog that has 
helped to make Danish bacon 
famous. Tho cows are n native 
breed and resemble our dual- 
purpose shorthorns considerably. 
12vory effort Is made by the 
government and by the farmers 
themselves in local clubs to seo 
that all farmers have high quality 
livestock. 

J wont out into (lie country 
and visited tbo small farm, tho 
middle-sized farm, and one of 
tho few largo estates remaining 
in Denmark, Farmers are not so 
rushed as wo in America. They 
will gladly take timo off lo talk 
to you, Invite yon into tho house 
and propose a toast to tho now 
visitor.

Mary has always presented a 
real difficulty to many readers. 
Superficially it would seem that 
the industrious are blamed and 
credit given to the lazy, but the 
intention undoubtedly was to 
bring out. the necessity for 
balance. 

The universe is built up 
through a balance between self- 
interest and other interest. On 
the one extreme selfishness ruins 
the individual's environment and 
since he depends on his environ- 
ment thus he ultimately ruins 
himself. On the other hand, the 
person completely forgetful of 
self, wearying himself and often 
others in fussy over-service, 
wears himself out and finally 
becomes incapable of doing good 
either for himself or others. 

Both of these extremes are bad. 
Life is meant to consist of give 
and take, of reciprocal action and 
co-operation, neither ail-take nor 
all-give, and self-denial of itself 
is not success, since we must be 
strong in-order to help others- 

Though we should be eager to 

promote the rights of others we 
should be equally insistent on 
our own rights, and I do not 
believe that there is anything 
particularly religious in denying 
the needs of one's own person- 
ality. The parable does not mean 
to imply that Mary never did 
any work, but rather that she 
knew when, to work and when 
to rest. Jesuj knew there was a 
time for prayer and fasting, but 
since he was , called a glutton 
and a wine-bibber he must have 
also had his time for gratifying 
his God-given desire for material 
satisfaction and enjoyment. 

Justice and balance must be 
the foundation stone of all 
religion and any successful living, 
and the mother who goes to great 
extremes in self-sacrifice for her 



will learn unselfishness through 
her example will generally find 
them grow up selfish ne-er-do- 
wells. Children like everyone 
else can only learn to be reason- 
ably unselfish by giving them 
the opportunity to develop it 
through practice, and indulging 
them cannot do this. 

Let us be done with smug 
satisfaction over our charitable 
gifts whether voluntary or 
through public relief, as these 
have little place in a rational 
Christian sociaL order. The 
language may have been crude, 
but there was good sound 
philosophy in the reply of an 
unemployed deputation to a 
welfare worker, "Away to an- 
other country with your charity, 
we want work and a fair pay- 
ment for it as justice demands." 
Where is the 'virtue in taking 
from the workers on tho one 
hand and then doling out charity 
to them on the other? 

Insanity when analyzed merely 
denotes a lack of balance and our 

hospitals cannot find room for 

those with exaggerated ego or 
inferiority complex, those who 
have bitterly cried out against 
all religion, and also religious 
fanatics of every , kind, people 
obsessed with one dominating 
idea, and those who have gone 
insane through over-work or 
unemployment. In a world where 
every religious sect claims to be 
the unique dispenser of salvation 
and every political party says 
"follow me to economic welfare" 
we may be certain that though 
they ail may possess part of the 
truth not one has the whole truth. 

There is only one salvation as 
we walk the tight-rope of life, 
and that is to keep in the 
middle of the road and avoid all 
extremes.

Municipal collection of garbage 
or municipal control of garbage 
collection' is being advocated by 
Dr. L. W. Dales, reeve of the 
town. The reeve believes that 
for the money now being paid 
privately for garbage collection, 
everybody's garbage could be 
removed, and removed more 
efficiently and promptly. 

Aroused by the complaint of 
a Main St. citizen that his gar- 
bage had not been picked itp for 
five weeks, Dr. Dales took an 
Era reporter with him on a 
brief survey of the town last 
week to see what could be seen 
without being too inquisitive or 
without doing any trespassing. 

What was found? There were 

plenty of yards where tin cans 

were piled high, but, so far as 
could be seen from a passing car, 
nothing offensive in the way of 
accumulated garbage. There were 
a lot of yards where the winter's 
accumulation of ashes, had not yet 
been taken away, and one or two 
where garbage was piled Up with 
the ashes. Dr. Dales expressed 
the opinion that municipal gar- 
bage collection should include 
weekly removal of ashes and that 
the ashes could be utilized to 
keep garbage covered up at the 
municipal dump. 

There were also one or two 
stable-yards where conditions 
could have been better. 

Dr. Dales expressed the opinion 
that as long as the town did not 
provide garbage removal service, 
the municipal authorities could 
hardly control unsightly condi- 
tions about the town. He thought 

that a municipal garbage service 
would eneourne** citizen* -to mnko 
Newmarket even more attractive. 
One or two illegitimate dumps 
were encountered. One, at Fairy 
Lake at the east end of Andrew 
St., was in spite of an old town 
sign forbidding dumping. The 
municipal dump itself was not a 
beauty spot. Three dogs, which 
had been pillaging the unsavory 
mess, ran away, carrying with 
them possible disease germs. It 
was found that the dumping is 
carried on over a wide front, 
whereas Dr. Dales pointed out 
that the dumping need take place 
at only one point at a time and 
that the rest of the garbage and 
tin cans could be covered up. 

Dr. Dales will bring the sub- 
ject again to the attention of the 
town council at an early date, 
provided there is an indication of 
public interest in the meantime. 
Comments are invited.

IN COLOR AT AURORA 

When a horse-racing scene was 
required for "Wings of the Morn- 
ing," the Twentieth Century-Fox 
release in natural technicolor, 
starring Annabella, Henry Fonda 
and Leslie Banks, and presenting 
the world-famous tenor, John 
MeCormack, nothing less than 
the English Derby would do. All 
of which involved the technical 
staff for the film, which opens 
Monday at the Royal theatre, 
Aurora, in as fine a maze of 
technical detail as you could ask. 

The first thing to do was to 
obtain the co-operation of the 
newsreel companies, who had all 
the shooting locations reserved. 

Next, a full detail of each race 
on each of the four days of the 
meeting was orepared, for the 
long shots could be used to secure 



Our Young Man had just 
returned from a holiday on the 
home farm when he was appoint- 
ed dispenser of the treasure.

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THE TWO FACES 

Leonardo da Vinci was paint- 
ing the greatest picture of his life 
— one of the greatest pictures oi 
all time— the "Last Supper" oi 
our Lord. This painting took him 
many years to finish. 

He had painted in the figures 
of John, J ames and Pgt§r,- and 

ail the disciples except Judas, fie 
wanted him to put in the picture 
last, and next to the last the 
figure and face of the blessed 
Lord Jesus Himself. 

The artist had been able to 
find models for all the disciples 
so far. He asked himself shall I 
ever be able to find a model with 
a face fine and noble enough for 
the face of the Christ? As he 
went about day after day he ■ 
looked into the faces he passed. 
He stood on the street corners to ! 
watch folks go by; he went 
where crowds gathered; all the 
time he was serening for a face 
which showed forth the divine 
and noble character that was in 
Jesus. 

One day he saw the face he 
was seeking. Its owner was a 
young man, with eyes deep, clear 
and fearless. His expression was 
a mixture of courage, compassion 
and calmness. 

The great painter stopped the 
young man and said: "I would so 
like to paint you in a picture on 
which I am working. Will you 
sit for me?" 

The young man was surprised 
but at last agreed, and time after 
time he went to the studio, 
sitting quietly while da Vinci 
worked. The artist did not tell 
the young man anything about 
the picture, nor did he let him 
see the painting. So the young 
model had no idea what it was 
like. But when it was finished 
he said, "Now you may see 
yourself in my picture if you 
wish." 

Imagine the young man's 
amazement when he found' out 
what the artist wanted him for. 
Overcome with awe, the tears 
streamed down his cheeks as he 
said, "Oh, sir! I did not know I 
was being painted for the Christ," 

The young model went his 
way. There was still one more 
face to be painted into the 
picture, the last one— the face of 
Judas, the traitor, the betroycr of 
his Lord. The great artist started 
out again to hunt for a man 
whose face would show greed, 
craftiness and cruelty. There 
seemed no type of character 
worse than that of him who had 
proved a traitor. Again he 
searched the faces of all men 
with whom he met here and 
there. Years passed. At last the 
day came when he found his 
man. He followed him and spoke 
to him. "I would like you 
io sit for me for a picture I am 
painting." 

The man looked at the great 
artist for a minute in silence, 
then consented. But, as before, 
da Vinci did not explain about 
his picture nor did he lot him see 
it. All the time the artist was 
painting in the figure of Judas 
he was disturbed because of the 
very presence of the character of 
the man and he felt an uneasy 
dislike for him. When at lost tho 
painting was finished, the artist 
would have let him go without 
showing him the picture, but the 
model said: "! should like to see 
what you have painted." 

At first the artist hesitated to 
grant this request, but after 
considering the matter he decided 
to let him see it. The fellow 
stood spellbound before the 
picture. Judas! He has been 
posing for the picture of tho 
hated betroyer! Turning to the 
artist ho said, "Do you remember 
me?" 

The artist stared in astonish- 
ment. "Remember you? Why.no, 
I do not think I ever saw you 
before." 

The man spoke slowly. "Years 
ago, when I was n young man 
eighteen years old I sat in this 



same studio and you painted me." 
"I painted you?" da Vinci said. 
"What picture did I paint you in? 
I do not remember. 1 ' 

The young man answered: 
"Into the same picture. I was the 
one you painted for the Christ." 

The artist could scarcely be- 
lieve that he told the truth. The 
man he had painted as the Christ 
nad han a face like unto an angel 
of light, and this man's face was 
the likeness of a spirit of dark- 
ness. Yet it was only too true.
